Regulating the Telegraph. 


A dispatch from San Francisco in 
this issue says that Duffy’s telegraph 
bill which has passed the Senate, pro­ 
viding for a uniform rate throughout 
the State, will compel the company 
to charge small papers in the country 
the same rates that are paid by the 
city papers, and we are left to infer 
that this will be ruinous to the country 
press. Not having a copy of the bill 
before us, we are not prepared to say 
posi’ively that this is not the case, but 
our understanding has been that the 
object of the act is to break up the 
monopoly of the news enjoyed by a 
few newspapers to the exclusion of all 
the other journals in the State. A t 
present the newspapers of Southern 
California are compelled to take their 
news at second hand. However much 
the Telegraph Company may be dis­ 
posed to favor them, nothing that has 
been telegraphed to the associated 
press can be forwarded here until it 
has appeared in the papers belonging 
to the monopoly. If the papers in the 
interior towns receive the same news 
reports and get them at the same time 
th at the city papers do, we see no rea­ 
son why they should not pay just as 
much; but it is not at all likely the 
Legislature will compel us to pay as 
much for three-fourths of a column of 
dispatches that have already appeared 
in the San Francisco papers, as the 
city papers are required to pay for two 
columns of fresh news, delivered direct 
to them from the wires. There is an 
urgent demand for some legislation to 
prevent the absorption by a combina­ 
tion of all the privileges of the tele­ 
graphic 
communication 
of 
news. 
"Whether Duffy’s bill will accomplish 
any good in this direction can be de­ 
cided when we know more about it.

Greater Sacrifice 
A most shocking affair, resulting in 
the death of a woman forty-two years 
of age, took place on the second floor 
of the premises rear of No. 208 West 
Twentieth street, at a late hour on 
Saturday night. 
From information 
received yesterday by Coroner "YVolt- 
man it appears that Owen Mangin, an 
Irish laborer, aud his wife Ann, lived 
at the above number, and had occu­ 
pied the same apartments for a year or 
two past. Mangin was a hard work­ 
ing and industrious man; but, unfor­ 
tunately, both of. them were addicted 
to the habit of drinking to excess, and 
when 
inebriated frequent quarrels 
were the result. On Saturday evening 
Mangin returned home and asked his 
wife for some supper, whereupon she 
saluted him with a volley or abuse, 
and coucluded by saying he had better 
go out and get his supper. Mangin 
then left the house and after indulging 
in several drinks returned not far from 
eleven o’clock, and attempted to light 
a kerosene oil lamp from a candle 
which stood on the table, and while 
doing so the lamp either fell and ex­ 
ploded or he threw it at hia wife, thus 
setting her clothes on fire. 
Mrs. Mary McCafferty, a domestic 
in the family, being present, envelop­ 
ed Mrs. Mangin in a quilt or shawl 
and endeavored to quench the flames, 
but did not succeed till she was terri­ 
bly burned, nearly over the whole 
surface of the body. At the moment 
Mrs. Mangin’s clothes caught fire her 
husband left the room, but returning 
in half an hour was arrested on suspi­ 
cion of throwing the lamp at his wife, 
by reason of which she was burned. 
Mangin protested his innocence, and 
said the lam p accidentally fell from 
his hands and exploded. Mrs. McQaf- 
ferty, who was present, on being ques­ 
tioned would not or could not state 
K 
sitivelv whether Mangin threw the 
mp at his wife or whether it fell, as 
stated by himself. 
After receiving 
medical attention at the house, Mrs. 
Mangin was conveyed to Bellevue 
Hospital, where she sunk from ex­ 
haustion consequent upon the burns, 
and died at 7 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing. W hen informed of her death 
Mangin seemed overwhelmed with 
grief and again protested his inno­ 
cence. He was locked up to await the 
result of an investigation. Mrs. Mc­ 
Cafferty will be examined to-day.—

An Equine Curiosity. 
v

A party of horsemen yesterday paid 
a visit to the equine curiosity which 
arrived on Tuesday in the Mikado from 
Australia, and is now at the Dexter 
stables on Busli street. The name of 
this lemarkable curiosity is “Caoutc­ 
houc,” and he was captured in the 
neighborhood of the Balloon river, 
Queensland, when about two years old. 
He is now about six years of age, of a 
pure black from the tip of his ears to 
his hoofs, but without a single hair on 
any part of his body. The color is not 
unlike that of a black horse very 
closely clipped, and the microscopfe 
fails to detect a single hair from nose 
to tail. He is a gelding, about fifteen 
hands high, well made and very com­ 
pact, with fine clean legs, powerful 
forearms and thighs, and a clean, 
blooded, but unusually broad head, 
from which sparkles a pair of bright 
eyes, beaming with good temper and 
docility. His owners, Oat <fc Witchell, 
paid a handsome price for him, but 
refused £1,500 in the colonies before 
leaving for this country. This freak 
of nature was examined by several 
eminent veterinary surgeons in Aus­ 
tralia, and they came to but one opin­ 
ion regarding this horse, which was 
that there was no deception practiced, 
and that in reality he was born with­ 
out the least particle of hair upon him, 
and consequently is one of the greatest 
curiosities in horseflesh extant. He 
is evidently not of the “woolly horse” 
breed that was exhibited some years 
since in New York. It is probable 
that he will soon be placed on exhibi­ 
tion here.—[8.

Our Progress. 


Day by day and year by year Los 
Angeles is moving steadily on and as­ 
sum ing more and more the propor­ 
tions of a city. 
Our’s is no mushroom 
growth, brought into existence and 
sustained by the tem porary term inus 
of a railroad or the sudden shifting of 
some commercial channel. 
As an instance of our m aterial 
growth, we here publish a statem ent 
of the buildings now in course of erec­ 
tion or very soon to be built. As will 
be seen they are all of a substantial 
and perm anent kind, m any approach­ 
ing to elegance, and their character 
speaks well for the future of Los An­ 
geles. 
B U IL D IN G S . 
The extension of the United States 
H otel building will cover a space of 
60x122 feet, extending back to Los An­ 
geles street. 
Cost of construction, 
$15,000. W hen completed this hotel 
will furnish accommodations for 300 
guests. 
The Farm ers’ and M erchants’ Bank 
is erecting a two-story bank building, 
18x71 feet. The building is of the 
most substantial kind, built of brick 
w ith iron front and will cost $ 12,000. 
F. Signoret is building a three-story 
brick edifice on the corner of Main 
and Turner streets, to cost when com­ 
pleted, $13,000. 
The M. E. Church South has plans 
draw n for a magnificent church build­ 
ing soon to be erected on the corner 
of Third and Fort streets. The plans 
are in the office of 
E. T. Keysor, 
architect, and will be open for bids 
next week. 
The cost of the edifice 
will be about $9,000. 
Plans for several other buildings, in­ 
cluding a block on M ain street and two 
elegant residences, are also in the 
hands of Mr. Keysor, but the details 
are witheld by request. Their aggre­ 
gate cost will*be about $23,000. 
Jacob Philips is building a frame 
dwelling on University street, which 
will cost $3,000 completed. 
Dr. J. K urtz is building a frame 
dwelling on U niversity street; proba­ 
ble cost, $2,500. 
A. M. Shannon is erecting a two- 
storv frame dwelling on Hill street, to 
eost $3,000. 
Eugene Meyers has contract let for 
fram e residence on Fourth street, cost 
$6,000. 
Messrs. Buchanan & H uskins, build­ 
ers, are now engaged in erecting build­ 
ings for the following parties: 
F orC . H. Bradley, frame dwelling 
on Fourth street, between H ill and 
Olive; cost, $3,000. 
For H. Knowles, frame cottage, at 
an expense of $800. 
For John 
H all, frame dwelling 
house; cost, $ 1,200. 
Dolores Sepulveda is just complet­ 
ing a brick dwelling; estim ated cost, 
$3,500. 
Sam uel N orton will build a frame 
residence between San Pedro and 
M ain streets at a cost of $5,000. 
R. Sotelo is building a one-story 
frame dwelling, at a cost of $800. 
John McDonald is erecting an addi­ 
tion to his boarding house on Com­ 
mercial street. 
E. 
N. Fletcher, frame dwelling on 
Olive street. 
By this it will be seen that property 
aggregating in value som ething over 
one hundred thousand dollars is now 
in course of construction or contem pla­ 
tion in Los Angeles, and this before 
the season has fairly commenced. 
Contractors and builders predict an 
unusually lively season for building 
during the coming Sum m er; better, 
perhaps, than Los Angeles has ever 
before seen. 


The Yreka Journal says: The pres­ 
ent W inter has been the hardest on 
stock since 1856, when there was snow 
on the ground all W inter long, but 
at th at time there was plenty of high 
bunch grass, and the cattle did not 
suffer as much then as during th is 
W inter. The W inter of 1861 was also 
a very hard W inter on stock, but not 
so severe as this W inter. 
Cattle at 
th a t time were down to nothing, and 
the following Sum m er were up to 
higher rates, but of late years the 
shipping by railroad prevents any 
such rise iu the price of cattle, no m at­ 
te r how great the loss may be. 


The Panamint Mines. 


Last night we were the recipient of 
a call from R. C. Jacobs who visits our 
city In the interest of the m uch talked 
ty 
, , 
of Panam int mines. 
From him we 
learned m any points of interest con­ 
cerning these mines, their present ad­ 
vantages and future prospects. 
The 
Panam int District comprises a section 
some sixty mile long by eight in 
width lying upon the western slope of 
the Panam int mountains. It is crossed 
by ten separute cafions and at each of 
these offers fine prospects of silver ore 
for the distance of th irty miles. The 
im mediate section in which Mr. Jacobs 
is interested is located on Surprise 
caflon near the centre of the district, 
and taking iu a space of about eight 
miles square. 
Here the vein seems to 
culm inate, and both in richness and 
quantity the ore is hardly surpassed 
by any m ines in the country. This 
oufion alone furnishes one hundred 
and fifty distinct leads. 
A m ining 
camp has here been formed which 
at present contains about seventy men 
and is daily receiving accessions to its 
num ber. 
Excellent facilities for a 
camp are offered at this place in a val­ 
ley well sheltered and wooded. 
A com pany has been formed called 
the Panam int M ining Company witli 
a capital stock of two m illion dollars, 
which is already at work in the Sur­ 
prise cafion and proposes to purchase 
all necessary machinery, and erect a 
ten-stam p m ill as soon as possible. 
That this will prove one of the rich­ 
est silver m ining districts in the State 
Mr. Jacobs seems to have no doubt. 
He has prospected over the whole sec­ 
tion m ost thoroughly and seems to 
know whereof he speaks. 
The ore he claimed will average an 
assay of $100 to the ton and is found in 
alm ost exhaustless quantities. 
It is for the purpose of opening up 
com m unication w ith this section that 
a com m ittee of our Cham ber of Com­ 
merce, co-operating with Mr. Jacobs, 
is canvassing the city for subscrip­ 
tions. This call on the pockets of our 
business men and capitalists ought to 
meet w ith a ready response; for should 
the m ines prove as well as they prom­ 
ise the traffic with them w ill be of in­ 
estim able value to Los Angeles. To 
make a passable road into the Surprise 
cañón but six miles of new road will 
have to be made, and the cost of this 
will not exceed three thousand dollars. 
Mr. Jacobs proposes to draw on the 
liberality and enterprise of Los Ange­ 
les for a part of this am ount and the 
rest will be supplied by the m ining 
interests. ¿(Ve hope soon to see freight­ 
ing team s loaded with Los Angeles 
goods en route for the Pannam iut 
mines and returning with their ores. 


Preventable Causes of Fires. 


The Insurance Journal and Beal 
Estate Gazette has the following very 
sensible article, w hich should awaken 
the reader’s cautiousness: 
A gentlem an has addressed a letter 
to a London journal on this subject, 
in w hich he says that two-thirds of 
the fires occurring in th at city are at­ 
tributable to carelessness in the use of 
matches. These m atches are sad in­ 
cendiaries, and a general carelessness 
in the use of them pervades all classes 
of society. 
We regret to acknowledge 
that we have witnessed as much reck­ 
lessness in the disposal of them by the 
employer as by the employe, and it is 
unlikely th at unexem plary m asters 
will be served by exem plary men. A 
stricter disciplino in regard to the use 
of both the match and the pipe should 
be established and enforced, especially 
in warehouses and stores, and work­ 
shops of every description where ignit- 
ible articles are exposed, for the fire 
from a pipe or m atch m ay slum ber for 
some hours after it has fallen, and yet 
burst forth in suddén flame, and des­ 
troy m any thousand dollars’ worth of 
property before it can be quenched. 
Much more mischief is attributed to 
spontaneous combustion in the late 
cotton fires than is due to th at princi­ 
ple of destruction; and if the proprie­ 
tors of storehouses were to refuse to 
employ men who entered their prem ­ 
ises with either displayed pipes, unless 
they were deposited in a place of safe­ 
ty until their egress, there would be 
fewer ol those gigantic conflagrations 
to which our city has been of late sub­ 
jected. 
The following extract will explain 
the state of the sm oking m ania in 
London: 
“ W e do not seek to deprive the lover 
of the weed of his pipe, his m eer­ 
schaum, or his cigar; but we are stoug­ 
ly opposed to their admission into any 
premises where there is the slightest 
probability that carelessness in their 
handling or relighting m ight occasion 
fire. 
“It is well known th at the habit of 
smoking never prevailed to a greater 
extent than it now does in this coun­ 
try. 
Almost all 
bricklayers’ boys, 
upon going to and returning from their 
daily labor, must, as they will tell you, 
have their pipes; alm ost all office- 
boys, m erchants’ and bankers’ clerks, 
whether m ounted on the ‘knifeboard’ 
of an omnibus, or w ending their way 
on foot to the city, m ust have their 
meerschaums; and so, in exercising 
their right to do as others do, we find 
that journeym en carpenters, who work 
in shops strewed with shavings, w are­ 
housemen, and porters employed in 
docks and elsewhere, m ust carry in 
their pockets pipes, tobacco and lucifer 
matches. 
[Bad.] 
“I t is by no means an uncommon 
thing to see m en employed in ware­ 
houses, and carpenters in workshops, 
striking their lucifers fo ra light just 
before leaving work, and closing doors 
for the night. Lucifer m atches being 
both plentiful and cheap, if five out of 
six do not give a light quite as readily 
as m ay be expected, they are thrown 
to th e ground as useless; but upon the 
sixth giving a light the pipe is ‘put 
on,’ and away goes the smoker, little 
dream ing that he has left on the floor 
of the shop or warehouse w hat I be­ 
lieve to be the common cause of m any 
a 
* tremendous conflagration,’ and 
which nas been occasioned either by 
some half-scratched m atch having, 
unobserved, fizzed into a llame after 
being throw n away, or else by some 
one having trod upon it the following 
day, and, by friction in so doing, sent 
it smouldering down a crevice, where 
it is pretty certain to m eet a collection 
of burnable m atter, and which, after 
the men have left, often ends in the 
total destruction of some warehouse or 
other premises.” 


Ancient Order of Hibernians. 


The State Convention of the A n­ 
cient Order of H ibernians for the elec­ 
tion of State officers was held at H i­ 
bernia H all on Thursday evening. 
Delegates were present from Sacra­ 
mento, ¡áan Jose, Vallejo, M arysville 
and other interior towns, representing 
(San Francisco included) twenty-two 
divisions in all, about five thousand 
strong. 
M. W arde was elected State 
Delegate for the third time. J. H. 
Gilmore was elected State Secretary, 
and Chas. Dillon, State Treasurer. An 
im mense amount of business relative 
to the affairs of the order was trans­ 
acted, and at a late hour the conven­ 
tion adjourned.—[8 . F. Post, March

The Swansea Furnace. 


The Inyo Independent says: 
As will be seen by notice elsewhere 
John A. K napp has assumed the 
m anagem ent of the O. L. S. L. Co.’s 
furnace at Swansea, Mr. Van Arsdale 
having tendered his resignation of 
that position some weeks since. Mr. 
Van Arsdale retains the m anagem ent 
of the Omega tunnel m ines in Cerro 
Gordo, which mines, though worked 
in connection with the furnace, are 
and have been the separate property 
of certain New York capitalists* con­ 
nected with but not the Owens Laae 
Sm elting 
Company proper. 
These 
gentlemeen hold a m ortgage of some 
$ 100,000 against the furnace company, 
themselves being a portion of the 
same, and in order to place th ism atter 
in a satisfactory legal shape the m ort­ 
gage is about tobe foreclosed. For the 
tim e being and on account of this in ­ 
debtedness Mr. Van Arsdale was made 
m anager for both com panies or par­ 
ties, but w ith the settlem ent he re­ 
signs all th at portion belonging exclu­ 
sively to the incorporated company, 
but continues as before w ith respect to 
the exceedingly valuable m ining prop­ 
erty belonging to those individuals. 
The result of all this will be that the 
work of the two will be run separately, 
but, as we are told, to a m uch better 
advantage to both and, of course, to 
the country generally. 
Mr. K napp is 
well qualified for his duties, having 
been connected w ith the furnace for a 
long tim e past. Though we cannot 
say definitely at w hat tim e the fur­ 
nace will start up, we are assured th at 
it will not be long first. The ore teams 
are now all on the road getting away 
tho bullion, and the tim e of firing up 
at the furnace is contingent upon the 
completion of this work in part, but 
chiefly upon the adjustm ent of the 
mortgage sale, notice of which appears 
in this issue. W e are well pleased to 
know th at Mr. Van Arsdale is so 
largely identified w ith Inyo, and in ­ 
tends to rem ain w ith it.

Terrible Tulare. 


The Visalia Times in its issue of 
M arch 21st tells the tale of how some 
adventurous m ariners suffered on Tu­ 
lare Lake. On W ednesday, the 11th, 
Messrs. Adams, Bequette and Banders 
started from Creighton’s ranch on the 
east side of th e lake, for Pelican 
Island. Their craft was a sm all row­ 
boat, laden within four inches of the 
water. 
W hen w ithin a few miles of 
theirdestination a terrible storm arose, 
and for hours, drenched w ith water 
and m om entarily in danger of destruc­ 
tion, they battled w ith the w ind and 
waves in their struggle to prevent the 
boat from being driven out to sea. 
After a protracted effort they succeed- 
in reaching a small island, where they 
passed the night, exposed to th e pelt­ 
ing of the storm. The next day they 
proceeded to Pelican Island. On leav­ 
ing the island to return they fell in 
w ith a schooner belonging to Mr. A t­ 
well, and transferred their traps to her. 
But a short tim e had passed when 
another and still more severe storm 
broke over them, in which their vessel 
lost her rudder and became unm an­ 
ageable. 
All night they were driven 
about at the mer«y of the waves. The 
next day they left* the schooner and 
tried the small boat again, and finally, 
af,er ten days of jeopardy on the lake, 
three days and nights of which were 
spent in struggling with the storm, 
they reached the shore in safety, but 
worn out and exhausted by th eir long 
exposure to the elements.
